To-day a m an 
nam ed 
W illard J. S m ith was found at the Social­ 
ists m eeting at W averly H all. 
H e was 
odcc a resident of H ancock, M ichigan, bu t 
cam e from there to Chicago four years ago. 
H e is now em ployed by T . E . Gross in ihe 
real estate business. 
HE KNEW' COUGHLIN IN MICHIGAN, 
B u t never m ade his acquaintance here 
until last T uesday w hen he stepped into 
th e C hicago-avenue station w hile passing, 
and th ere m et C oughlin and renew ed old 
acqnaintauceshiD , and left 
sh ortly. 
H e 
nret C oughlin again on La Salle street th e 
n ex t day, m erely spoke and passed on. 
S m ith says he know s n o th in g o f' th e w hite 
horse hired by a m an nam ed S m ith. 
H e 
never hired a horse from D ioan at Cough­ 
lin ’s suggestion. 
H e has never been back 
to H ancock, M ichigan, and had no letter 
from C oughlin’s b ro th er there. 
H e has 
no t been to New M exico, as stated by 
C oughlin. 
It is asserted th a t C oughlin, 
baviug recently renew ed th e acquaintance 
of S m ith, used his nam e to till out the 
story he told. 
T h e case becomes m ore 
com plicated h ourly. 
C oughlin is still con­ 
fined at th e H arrison-street station. 
THE FUNERAL. 
In all its detail th e funeral of Dr. Cronin 
to day was a m ost im pressive affair from 
one end of th e big procession to th e other, 
th ro u g h th e endless crowd, am ong the 
great th ro n g a t th e cathedral and aboard 
th e train . 
A fter the train passed th e fatal 
cottage and sped tow ard Calvary Cem etery 
th e dead m an ’s fearful fate was present in 
every m in d . 
T he corpse h ad been lying in 
state in Calvary A rm ory on Lake* front, 
and there early th is m orning th e m orbid 
and curious m ade th eir pilgrim age. A rm ed 
sentries from th e H ib ern ian Rifles stood 
w ith arm s at rest at each corner of the 
raised platform on w hich reposed th e cata­ 
falque and coffin. 
A crayon portrait o f the 
dead m an, draped in black, stood near the 
coffin, a huge cross of w hite violets and 
m arguerites woven in w ith sm ilax was at 
the side of th e bier, and a harp and sm aller 
cross stood 
a t th e foot. 
A candelabra 
w ith 
seven 
ta p .rs 
flickered 
in 
front 
of th e cross. 
Ropes 
of gteen sm ilax 
and w hite roses were looped 
from the 
coffin an d about the catafalque, and plants 
w ere grouped at th e corners of the plat­ 
form . 
A canopy of A m erican flags hung 
about th e bier and festoons of black and 
w hite draperies tw ined the bars above it. 
Crowds began to gather in front of the ar­ 
m ory, and the police had to m ake way for 
tboi-e w ho w ished to enter th e funeral hall. 
F o r three hours a procession in double 
file m arched across th e platform . 
T he 
silver plate on th e coffin-lid testified th at 
all th a t was m ortal of th e deceased m an 
was in th e casket. 
At last th e procession stopped and the 
pal 1-bearers entered. 
At th eir head was 
L uke 
D illon 
of 
P hiladelphia; 
YV'ard, 
O’M eagherand Congdon of New Y ork; Jo h n 
Devoy, of New Y ork, and T hom as P. 
W hite, of D etroit. 
Follow ing them cam e 
a large n um ber of local prom inent Irish 
politicians, friend.s o f the dead m an. Leav­ 
ing th e arm ory th e casket was placed in 
the hearse, and th e procession form ed. 
A t 
its head was a platoon o f police followed 
by a m arshal and aids. T hen cam e a d ru m 
corps und th e H ibernia Rifles, w ith arm s 
reversed, and n ex t th e b eirse w ith its 
guard of honor and pall-bearers. 
T he 
Clan-N a-Gael G uards, the U niform ed R ank 
of R oyal A rcanum and thousands of m em ­ 
bers of the A ncient O rder of W orkm en 
cam e next. 
T he A ncient O rder of H ib er­ 
nians. 1,000 strong, several corps of the Inde­ 
p en d en t O rder of Foresters, 1,000 in n u m ­ 
ber, and 1,700 C atholic Foresters were in 
line. 
U niform ed m em bers o f th e Royal 
League, the S heridan Rifles, C atholic Be­ 
nevolent A ssociation 
and other Orders 
sw elled the line. 
M arshal C ahill said that 


OVER 7,000 MEN W ERE IN TH E PROCESSION. 
F o n r bands played an d h a lf a dozen 
d ru m corps played th e slow tim e of the 
funeral m arch. 
A series of flags draped 
in black and hociety banners edged w ith 
crepe w ere carried by slandard-bearers. 
T he streets along the line of m arch w ere 
black w ith people, the window s, stairw ays 
and roof-tops being covered. 
R eaching the 
C athedral of th e H oly N am e an im m ense 
crow d was encountered. 
On the approach 
of th e procession the bell tolled and the 
organ pealed forth a funeral m arch. 
T he 
pall-bearers w ith th eir burden m oved up 
th e center aisle and placed th e casket on 
the catafalque. 
T he candles of the funeral 
service w ere placed beside it, and. th e cere­ 
m onies of high requiem m ass began. 
T he serm on was by Rev. F ath er M ul- 
doon. 
H e spoke at length of C ronin’s 
kindness of heart and generous nature, b u t 
approached no nearer the tragedy th an a 
few general allusions. 
A fter th e church 
services the procession was reform ed and 
proceeded through the crow ded streets to 
th e U nion D epot a t Canal and A dam s 
streets. 
T hirty-six cars were filled. 
H u n ­ 
dreds of persons drove out in buggies and 
carriages and hundreds m ore cam e to the 
cem etery from th e suburbs. 
H eavy black clouds kept m any persons 
aw ay, an a vague rum ors of trouble m ay 
have frightened others. 
A rriving a t Cal­ 
vary, m arching orders w ere given and the 
boüv was carried to the public vault. 
No 
exercises of any sort took place at th e cem ­ 
etery. 
A 
threatening spatter 
of 
rain 
w arned th e crowd that a storm was at 
h and an d the three long trains were soon 
refilled and w ithin fifteen m inutes after 
their arrival at the cem etery th e trains were 
speeding back to the city. 
D r. C ronin’s body w ill remaiD in the 
vault u n til his friends purchase a lot and 
arrrange for a .public interm ent. 


NEW DEVELOPMENTS. 
C h ic a g o , May 26th.—An extraordinary 
chain o f circumstances in connection with 
the Cronin case, was brought to light this 
evening. T he young lady, Miss Murphy, 
who declares she saw Dr. Cronin com ing 
down town several hours after she left 
home, on the night of his disappearance, 
is the daughter of a saloon-keeper, in whose 
place it iS'gaid an attem pt was made to 
arrest Cronin in connection with an alleged 
wom an scrape. 
Miss Murphv is said to be 
also a relative of detective W halen, a part­ 
ner of the suspected officer, Coughlin. 
A street-car conductor D arned Dwyer, 
who corroborated the story that Cronin 
was seen com ing down town, and presum­ 
ably took the train out of the city, is said 
to have resigned his position and disap­ 
peared. 
A n ex-street-car man named Tier- 
nan,w hose whereabouts could not be located 
to night, has recently been in the em ploy 
of ice-dealer Sullivan. 
It was one of the 
cards of this ice man that played such a 
part in luring Cronin to death. 


AND STILL ANOTHER. 
Another arrest has been made. 
The 
man K ing, described by prisoner W oodiuff 
as a person w ho was hired to steal a horse 
on the night of Cronin’s disappearance, 
was captured to-night in a house o f ill- 
farne. 
In a number of particulars King 
answers the description given of him by 
W oodruff. 
' 
It is som ewhat o f a m ystery w hy K ing 
has not been arrested before, as it is under­ 
stood from the officers that he has at no 
tim e, apparently, manifested any desire to 
leave the city. 
T he arrest was kept secret 
until to-night, as it was desired to confront 
W oodruff with King. 


ANOTHER ARREST. 
P h i l a d e l p h i a . May 26th.—The Record 
to-morrow w ill say: Peter McGeehan, w ho 
m ysteriously disappeared from this city 
three m onths ago and was next heard of 
in Chicago, where it ia alleged he threat­ 
ened the life o f Dr. Cronin, was arrested in 
that city yesterday. T he arrest of McGee­ 
han is thought to foreshadow other ar­ 
rests.

known 
he 
has 
been under the snrveillance o f the Pinker­ 


ton detectives ever since th e disappearance 
ot C ronin. 
Thousrh he was constantly 
shadow ed it was deem ed not wise to arrest 
him u n til o th er im portant evidence was 
obtained to dem onstrate how far-reaching 
th e conspiracy was w hich had for ils object 
th e m u rd er of Cronin. 
T he arrest of Mc­ 
G eehan ts interpreted in local Clar.-Na-Gael 
circles to m ean th at th e k n o t is bein” 
draw n close and th at it w ill eventually 
Innd all the participants in th e foul crim e. 
It was reported late to-night th at P. O. Sul­ 
livan, a young m an. had been arrested. 
P eter M cGeehan, of P hiladelphia, was a r­ 
rested at four o'clock this m orning in Mc­ 
Coy s H otel. 
M cGeehan is charged w ith 
participation in the m urder of Dr. C ronin, 
und is being held at the K arrison-street 
station, separate from th e other prisoners.

Be­ 
fore this com m ittee evidence was advanced 
w hich proved conclusivelv th at D eputy 
H aves had staked off the claim before the 
legal tim e, M ay 13th. 
T h e disputed cor­ 
ner lot was aw arded to Sam psel by the 
com m ittee, w ho gave him a certificate. 
W eed, w ho is a professional lot-juroper, 
an d w ho has lost in several contests, re­ 
fused to abide by the decision of the A rbi­ 
tration C om m ittee, and a t II o’clock this 
m orning appeared w ith carpenters and be­ 
gan th e erection of a fram e house upon 
Sam psel’s lot. 
A m ob of Sam ple's sym pathizers im m e­ 
diately gathered an d began to s h o u t: "T ear 
dow n th e h o u s e T h e m ob w ith shouts 
picked up scantlings an d prevented the 
carpenters from w orking on tfce house and 
pulled th e structure dow n piece by piece. 
T he carpenters th en began to form a" new 
foundation, but it was quick ly razed to the 
ground by the iu ju rn ted m ob.

M eanw hile th e 
D eputy M arshal was o idering th e carpen­ 
ters to demist from w ork and respect the 
Sabbath, but th is deputy w as called aside 
and conversed w ith bv’M arsbal Needles, 
who soon returned an d ordered th e car­ 
penters to go on w ith th eir w ork. 
T he m ob again started to tear dow n the 
fouudation of th e bouse, being incited bv a 
speech by F rau k L ougw orth, o f Chicago.

A free-for-all fight w as the result of 
L ongw orth’s speech. 
Stones and clubs 
w ere freely used and revolvers draw n, but 
none w ere fired.

was soon laid low . T he new buildings de­ 
stroyed 
were

H ouse an d th e P ollard H ouse. 
It "then 
crossed Lake street, aud soon the P yram id 
H ouse was in fiam ts. 
In th e m eantim e 
tb e tire departm ent 
w as using alm ost 
superhum an efforts to save tbe Palace 
H otel, a n d doing good w ork betw een the 
C entral Pacific R ailroad C om pany’s depot 
and th e N evada an d C alifornia depot, the 
iatter by th is tim e being a sheet of flame. 
T he Palace H otel w as alm ost ready to 
break out, as the w hole eastern sid e 'w a s 
sm oking, but by keeping tw o stream s, one 
on th e ground floor and one on the bal­ 
cony, th e flam es were kept in check. 
On Center street th e tire was w orking 
south, au d took in its w ake G ilm ore's G ar­ 
dens, im m ediately back o f the theater 
building, a Chinese w ash-house, a paint 
shop, the French H otel and the Inverness 
H ouse, w hen it stopped its southw ard 
course and w ent east, consum ing th e resi­ 
dences of H . Sam ple, P atrick M alloy, W in. 
C iark, M r. N eiligan, Mrs. Jacob Graff, A. 
G. F letcher, A lex. Case, M ike D onahue, 
M r V an B uren and Joe M artels. 
E very building except L. J . F lin t’s resi­ 
dence was destroyed in the block bounded 
on th e no rth by Com m ercial Row, on th e 
w est by C enter street, on th e south by Sec­ 
ond, and on the east by Lake street. 
In its eastern course it soon reached the 
round-house and turn-table of tbe Central 
Pacific Com pany, Folsom & W ells’ litne- 
house, and \V. O. H . M artin's lim e and 
cem ent house, w hich were a total loss. 
C ontinuing in its fiendish w ork, tb e Silver 
State flouring-m ills were soon on fire and 
totally consum ed. 
T he llouring-m ills be­ 
longing to th e estate of S. C. Focus were 
the next victim s, and was a total loss. 
It took the entire force of th e departm ent 
to cope w ith th e flam es on the west, conse­ 
qu en tly th e eastern side of th e fire was 
neglected, and so rapid was th e destruction, 
th at n o thing could be done to check the 
flames going east.

S e a t t l e , May 26th.—The American bark 
Emerald was destroyed by fire at Port 
Gamble this m orning at an early hour. 
The Emerald was at the wharf and had on 
board about half a load, consisting of 500,­ 
000 feet of lumber. 
The residents of 
Gamble were awakened by the fire and 
made strenuous efforts to save the vessel. 
Am ong the efforts an endeavor was made 
to scuttle her, but the fire spread with such 
great speed that this was abortive. 
The 
great heat rendered it unsafe for adjacent 
vessels, and the m ills of tbe Pnget Sound 
M ill Company were also in danger. 
The steam 
launch Hvack towed the 
burning vessel across the bay, where farther 
attempts to quench the conflagration were 
made hut were unsuccessful. 
As fas as can 
be ascertained tbe Emerald is a total loss. 
It is thought, however, that a part of the 
cargo and lumber can be saved.

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UNFAIR COMPETITION. 


The '■‘an Francisco Call quotes the New 
York Timen and the Boston Herald as say­ 
ing that if the American transcontinental 
roads sutler by the competition of the 
< anadian road, the shippers are the gainers. 
The journal last named protests that any 
interference with this competition will 
afiect Boston commercial interests badly. 
W hat sort of a view is this to take of a 
national question? Of course the unequal 
competition benefits a few, but the ques­ 
tion to consider is how does it affect the 
whole country? The answer is, uniform, 
by those who have examined into the 
cuestión, “disastrously.” 
Neither Boston 
nor New York can aflbrd to have the trans­ 
continental roads depreciated or ruined. 
Those commercial centers are intimately 
concerned in their maintenance, and in the 
upholding of their earning capacity. 
But 
more than all others, the intermediate 
commercial interests are interested. 
If by 
reason of the competition of the British 
road the through business of the Pacific 
roads is to be stripped from them, they 
must 
be 
maintained, if at all, 
upon 
the charges laid upon 
those shippers 
who cannot avail of the Canadian com­ 
petition. 
But this is not all; the com­ 
petition 
is 
not a fair one. 
It liies 
in the face of all commercial law and 
custom. 
The Canadian road is not an 
equal competitor because it is an untaxed 
road in the first place and received its 
m aterial duty free, and is in the second 
place backed, supported, and its every 
interest zealously promoted by one of the 
Strongest nations of the earth, to which it 
pays no tribute, and which has subsidized 
it with a liberality unprecedented in his­ 
tory, and which subsidy it is not called 
upon to repay nor so much as meet the 
interest upon. To say that in the face of 
such a competitor the American roads 
must “ take care of themselves,” is simply 
to throw up our iiands in front of the 
^British Government and bid it come on 
and do the business of this country with­ 
out let, hindrance or tax. 
It is not yet 
three years since this munificently en­ 
dowed, tax-free, duty-free, Government- 
supported road bid for the carrying trade 
of the Orient as against the American 
roads, but such inroads have already been 
made that no special prescience is needed 
to forsee the early date when we will have 
lost the trade entirely. American pride, 
if nothing else, should lie concerned, and 
if that fails American self-interest must 
come to the rescue. The local traffic of 
the American roads must never be saddled 
with the cost of the through traffic—such 
an idea is absurd, the American sense of 
common justice forbids it, but that calam­ 
ity will befall the local shippers o h the 
American roads if the unequal competi­ 
tion of the Canadian Pacific is fostered by 
our own Government, as at present. The 
Call puts the question only mildly, when it 
cays: 


It is a serious thing to the naliou at large th a t 
an im portant branch of traffic should pass into 
ihe hands of foreigners. 
When traffic once gets 
into certain grooves it is hard to pry it out of 
them . If the wool shipm ents rrom this coast to 
Boston begin to take the C anadiau line as a 
natu ral channel, w hile the m ovem ent ol tea 
eastw ard and of dom estics westw ard take the 
nam e course, it will lie difficult hereafter to re­ 
store tl.em to the Am erican lines. 
We presum e 
it is not necessary lo dem onstrate to our Eastern 
contem poraries tb at it is not lo the public ad ­ 
vantage th at the interchange of com m odities 
betw een the East and West should be conducted 
through a foreign country, or th a t the tea of 
Jap an should go to m arket via Canada, or that 
dom estics m ade iu New England should go to 
C hina through tn e Dominion. 
We have ports 
and lines of our own which are am ple for the 
conduct of th is business w ithout traveling into 
foreign ports. 
The East is probably not aw are of the inroads 
w hich the Canadiau Pacific has already made 
o n our commerce. 
In 
1888 
the American 
lines only carried Ki,6S7,5»>5 pounds of tea east­ 
ward, as against 19 538 52! pounds in 1887—a loss 
o f '-".' per cent., w hile in the sam e year, ISSN, the 
C anadian Pacific carried 13,582,911 pounds of 
tea. as against 9.900,962 pounds in 1887—an in­ 
crease of 37 per cent 
So w ith the west-bound 
traffic. 
During the year ending Ju n e 80,1888, 
the Canadian Pacific carried 5,625,9)0 |>ounds of 
dom estics m ade in New England and consigned 
to China : but in the six m ouths ending De­ 
cem ber 31. ISsS, the am ount carried over th at 
line was 5,351,668 pounds, and iu the single 
m onth of Jan u ary , 1889, 2.400,OX) pounds. 
It is 
reckoned th at SO per cent, of the total exports of 
cotton goods from the United States to China 
w ill go over the toreign line th is year. * 
* 
* 
T he com petition of the Canadian 1’a"!fic for bus­ 
iness is thus not an ordinary com petition which 
sound policy m ight foster in th e interests of 
shipper and consum er : it is a rivalry between 
four or five Am erican com pauieson the one side 
and on the other a G overnm ent w ith Great Brit­ 
ain at its back. 


T h e one thing th at more than all 
else will withdraw sym pathy from the 
Irish cause is the apparent inability of 
the Irish to agree among themselves. 
T he m urder of Dr. Cronin, that is the 
present horror in Chicago, it is now ad­ 
m itted was the crime of Irishm en, and 
one of the leaders of one of the Irish 
associations is out in a statem ent denying 
th a t any of the members of his society 
had anything to do with the killing, but 
adm itting th at the Doctor was killed by 
Irishm en. 
The Cronin case will have the 
effect 
of withdrawing, for 
a consider­ 
able tim e at least, a great amount of 
American sym pathy from the Irish cause. 
T he American people will not countenance 
any movement for so-called reform, that 
finds it necessary to resort to infamous 
means to accomplish its ends. 


T h e confidence 
that 
the American 
yachtsmen felt in their ability to defeat 
th e V alkyrie m ast 
lie now somewhat 
shaken, since 
the Dunraven 
boat has 
achieved two victories over a fleet of yachts, 
and in light winds. 
If she sails well in 
outer waters and in strong breezes, we may 
have a surprise in store for us. 


B is m a r c k ’s persistent demands for in 
deronity from the Samoans are not sincere.

PULPIT TOPICS. 


REY. DB. FILBEN ON “ XEMOBIES 
OF THE REBELLION.” 


An Interesting 
D iscourse On an 
Appropriate Subject—Dr. M as­ 
sey’s Serm on Y esterday. 


W e submit that the issue of the S u n d a y 


U n io n of yesterday was a model. It was 
in every essential a clean, helpful, newsy 
aud salisfying journal. 


A t the Central M. E. Church last night 
the pastor, Kev. Thom as Filben, preached 
a sermon appropriate to Memorial Day. 
The text was: “Ye shall teach them to 
your 
children.” 
H e said: 
W e pause 
as people, after a year, to recall the m em ­ 
ories of the most mem orable conflict per­ 
haps of all history, as we carry garlands to 
cover the graves of our soldier braves who 
fell in the strife. Circumstances m ake the 
occasion delicate. They are strange m em ­ 
ories m any that rise, and their recounting 
cannot yet go w ithout a show of feeling. 
B ut it is history we recall, not in rancour 
and resentm ent, but in w arning and for 
encouragement. 
It were ingratitude and 
unwisdom to let them die. W hat a vision 
they bring. 
W ar, always terrible, came 
clothed to us with double terror. W e were 
a people of peace and the first dark coming 
of the spirit of war and violence was to 
nerve the arm of 
countrym an against 
countrym an, alm ost of 
brother against 
brother. 
No wonder that the masses 
halted at the fearful prospects, and that 
those recently raised to authority by our 
system shuddered at the responsibilities 
that were settling down upon them with 
the relentless certainty of fate, as the long- 
brooded national dangers quickened into 
life. 
O, the memory of those dark hours prior 
to the preciptation of the conflict! Those 
days w hen that which was most loved of 
all true men of the North, and most prized 
of us all, North and South, now hung in 
the balance, as one State after another de­ 
clared itself out of the Union. A nd one 
afier another of our Southern forts and 
arsenals were appropriated. And one after 
another of those educated to the arts of war 
in our m ilitary schools joined the forces of 
secession. W hile the loyal North stood 
watching and blindly trusting still a peace­ 
ful settlem ent of the matters at issue, and 
the A dm inistration would hardly dream of 
war. So that it was not till after Sumter 
that we awoke people and rulers to the 
thought that war was actually upon us. 
It came upon the nation strangely unpre­ 
pared. Northern leaders and statesmen 
had been asleep while the arch-conspirators 
of that time had been oulv too active. The 
country’s arm y and its fi'tting were on the 
soil of the conspiracy, and the navy was on 
the post of treason or at the ends of the earth, 
while N orthern arsenals were empty and 
Northern dockyards without a ship.’ Our 
enemies better forewarned, at least in the 
person of their leaders, stood armed and 
ready to mock our helplessness. In such 
circumstances the dark history of the war’s 
first year is not rem arkable. Indeed, w ith­ 
out skilled generals, as we were at first, 
though we had schooled a legion for our 
foe ; w ithout discipline among our troops, 
fighting on a strange soil, it was strange if 
there had been no Bull Run or Ball’s 
Biufl 
disasters. And 
we 
had them, 
and 
repeated, 
and 
they 
brought 
with 
them 
gloom 
to 
our 
people. 
You remember the gloom and uncertainty, 
and the alm ost darkness of the war’s earlv 
and middle periods, and how the first grey 
of the dawn came with the Emancipation 
Proclamation. O, those dark hours of the 
conflict! 
W hen, under the disgrace of 
shameful defeat and seemingly-needless 
disaster, the Republic seemed tottering on 
the very brink of destruction, while loyalty 
wavered in m any hearts, and the nations 
of Europe gleefully pronounced the Union 
lost. But Lincoln braved emancipation, 
and with it cut the Gordian knot. And 
after victory crowded victory to the last, 
and nothing seemed able to resist the ad­ 
vance of our forces, w hether led by Sher­ 
man, as he mowed a swath thirty miles 
wide through the heart of the rebellious 
territory to the sea, or by Sheridan, as he 
streamed through twenty miles of foam 
and dust, to organize victory out of defeat; 
or by Hooker, in his memorable charge on 
the enemy above the clouds of Lookout 
M ountain ; or by Grant, the silent man of 
the war’s destiny, as he grappled and held 
on to the throat of the rebellion till no re­ 
source was left it but surrender. Victory 
on victory came to our arm s, till after ail 
its laggard dragging and uncertainty, the 
rebellion was crushed, the Union was 
vindicated, 
the 
great 
work 
of 
free­ 
dom 
was wrought, peace 
was 
come, 
and am id national rejoicings the arm y 
was disnanded, and ’the citizen host 
after 
a 
strange 
schooling, 
returned 
to their homes, a schooling they who had 
it never can forget, a schooling whose les­ 
sons the fearful experiences of that time 
were sufficient to burn in upon the mem­ 
ories of us all. God grant those lessons 
may not soon be forgotten. But however 
much the conflict was dreaded and deplored 
we of the North had no cause for sham e in 
the character of the encounter, ft was a 
great and memorable conflict—as great as 
any in history. Great in the principles it 
was fought to maintain; in this greater, 
perhaps, than any war earth ever had— 
men never fought on battle fields so for 
principle before, and tor principle so 
clearly and intelligently grasped. 
This 
was one of the wonders o’f the conflict, the 
intelligence of the men that carried m us­ 
kets in its armies. There were men in the 
common ranks that were fit to be advisers 
of the President. 
The war was great in the size of its armies 
and in 
its 
loss of life 
and treasure. 
W hen Grant became Lieutenant-General 
of all the forces of the Union he com­ 
manded more men than any other General 
had commanded since the introduction of 
firearms, and they were m ainly volunteers. 
This is one of the greatest memories of the 
war, the splendid and spontaneous re­ 
sponse of the nation’s citizens to the cail 
for help in the hour ot need. That April 
morning that Sum ter was fired on and the 
old flag was dishonored by the hasty con­ 
spirators and trailed in the Southern dust, 
that day saw the stars and stripes lifted on 
every hillside of the loyal North, and as 
the President spoke the long colum ns of 
war began to move as if they were even 
now ready; 
75.000 
answered 
in 
the 
hours closing the day of the first call. 
Other calls were made and the thousands 
cried, “ We are coming. Father Abraham, 
the nation to restore; we are coming. 
Father 
Abraham, 
300 000 
more." 
I 
think 
how 
tliia 
manifestation 
must 
have thrilled Lincoln. I think of that 
great 
soul 
of 
the conflict, 
wrapped 
as he had been in the gloom of auspense in 
all those m onths of daikness since his 
election, walking on his way only bv the 
light of an abiding faith in the wisdom 
and loyalty and sure integrity ot the peo­ 
ple o f the Republic, permitted by this dem ­ 
onstration to catch the glow of 'the surely- 
coming dawn. 
It was a grand spectacle; 
the world never saw its like before. This 
spontaneous rise of • grand people’s army, 
of legions of pure volunteers, is the moat 
sublim e picture of the rebellion, as it is 
the most assuring and cheering as we look 
upon it now. It proved that devotion to 
our institutions was an impulse so lofty and 
true that only the blowing of the breath of 
danger was needed to rouse myriads to its 
defense. The speaker then dwelt on the 
bravery shown by the armies and paid 
tribute to those who fell, closing with 
eulogy on the great leaders of the conflict, 
and wit h a reference to the lessons it should 
teach us. 


T H E D IV IN E FA TH E R H O O D . 


S yn op sis o f a Set m o a D eliv ered T ester- 
d sy b y K ev. D r. M assry. 
A t the services of the First Unitarian So­ 
ciety yesterday. Rev. C. P. Massey spoke 
from 2 Gorintbians xvii , 18 : “ And I will 
receive you and will be a father unto you, 
and ye shall be m y sons and daughters, 
saitb the Lord Alm ighty.” 
The speaker said that there is probably 
no belief regarded as fundam ental in the 
Christian religion that requires re-adjust­ 
m ent so much to bring it into conformity 
with modern modes of thought as that 
which is outlined in the verses just quoted. 
To conceive of the power which rules the 
universe as Providence aud not as fate, and 
to clothe tbat Providence with attributes 
bespeaking so much of intelligence, of 
thankfulness and of tenderness that no 
word in our vocabulary so aptly describes 
it as “ father," is to be counted as the 
crowning glory of Christianity. 
No em lier system of belief or practice 
had had underlying it any such profound 
and comprehensive apprehension of spirit­ 
ual things, or, at leist. if such an idea may 
he discerned as nascent in some earlier sys­ 
tem, the announcem ent of it had never 
arisen to such majestic expression as in the 
teachings of the Nazarene. 
I d the two dom inating philosophies of 
the ancient worlds stoicism and epicurean­ 


ism, there was no such sublim e conception 
of parental love penetrating the order of 
the universe. 
It is trae that popular 
thought greatly misapprehends these phi­ 
losophies and does not understand w hat a 
helpful influence for high living they ex­ 
erted among m any whom history is proud 
to enshrine in her im m ortal pages. The 
stoic and the epicurean missed, however, 
w hat was vital to religious faith, a sense of 
sonship in the universe, of kindred relation 
to the p ywer that orders its processes, and 
so of being possessed somehow of its at­ 
tributes and its im m ortality. 
In its metaphysical relations it is per­ 
haps senseless to ask the question : “How 
would Jesus him self have interpreted his 
conception 
to our intelligence ?” 
H e 
stands so grandly above the world as the 
one great central figure in the moral 
realm that men who are not churchm en 
often look upon his character and attribute 
to him intellectual insight and miraculous 
power, endowments far beyond the or­ 
dinary possessions of men, so that he re­ 
m ains forever the unique figure in all 
history. 
There is an inspiring suggestiveness in 
the thought that to goodness the universe 
is fluid, and that moral power dominates 
even in the physical world. But when we 
attem pt to carry this thought further, and 
speculate upon w hat' intellectual basis 
Jesus would have placed his transcendent 
revelation, we are lost in a maze of ineffi­ 
cient surmises. The principia of a Newton, 
a Copernicus, a Kepler, a La Place or a 
Darwin were unknow n to him . There is 
no evidence except as regards his moral 
elevation that he was not a m an ot his gen­ 
eration, possessed of but the restricted 
knowledge of the age and bound by its lim ­ 
itations. In his own departm ent the morals, 
the truths he proclaimed are as much 
truths to-day as they ever were, and com­ 
m and as faithful an allegiance, but the 
tim e has come when they need intellectual 
supports as they never did before to pre­ 
vent the whole fabric of Christian belief 
from toppling to its fall. 
The massive towers of 
the 
Cologne 
Cathedral rise heavenward, and may be 
held as typical of the purelv emotional 
character of m an’s faith; but’ the mighty 
buttresses which hold the m ighty pile to 
its position are no more necessary to the 
m aterial structure, than is to-day some 
purely intellectual prop for the structure of 
m an’s belief. 
Mr. Massey then referred to the sensi­ 
tiveness among m any of the better in ­ 
formed, occasioned b y 'th e new condition 
of things, about anthropom orphic concep­ 
tions of God, and to the strange accent of 
resentment 
against 
ascribing 
w hat is 
termed personality to the Deity. It might 
be a pertinent question, he said, to inquire 
how, while m an rem ains man and esteems 
himself a son of God, anthropom orphic 
ideas will not intrude, or how personality 
can be denied to that principle or power in 
the universe which somehow is endowed 
in our apprehension of it with intelligence, 
emotion and will. These things, said the 
si eaker, are only indications, however, of 
how the philosophy of an age m ust dom­ 
inate the theology of an age. and that older 
philosophers, patristic or other, are in­ 
competent now to support the faith of the 
inquiring m inds of the present century. 
The cry, however, is not so much’ " r e ­ 
pent” as "believe.” 
In the higher walks 
of life, the lapse from strist morality is not 
so alarm ing as is frequently pictured. Fiom 
a profound study of nature, men have 
come to proclaim it as a wonderful teacher 
of morality. They find that they cannot 
traverse her requirem ents without incur­ 
ring fearful jeopardy and say, figuratively, 
that whosoever shall fall on this stone 
shall be broken, but on whomsoever it 
shall fall it will grind him to powder. 
Business, too. is a great ethic. Edward 
Atkinson estimates that in transactions in ­ 
volving eight hundred m illions of dollars 
the loss is only one-quarter of one per 
cent. '1 he Stock Board, even, is an exam ­ 
ple of wonderful business honor, an arena 
in which trust, fidelity, pluck, patience, 
fortitude and honesty are developed, for 
the reasoD 
that transactions involving 
sometimes millions of dollars and which 
are often ruinofts to one or the other party 
are seldom repudiated, although they have 
no other record than the turn of a finger or 
the scratch in a note book. 
W hat is wanted, however, is that this 
m orality which all things are teaching, 
nature, and trade, and social and political 
relations, as though God had n et left man 
without a witness in the world, shall be 
touched again with emotion and become 
religion. 
Mr. Massey then led his hearers along 
a line of argum ent based on the latter phi­ 
losophy, in which he presented each one 
as not a “ mere aggregate of phenom ena” 
as a purely material science regards man. 
It is surely but a step now to conceive 
of the controlling principle of the universe 
as mind, to feel ourselves related to it in 
kind, to be included in its im m ensity and 
its eternity, and so to verily find our home 
again in our Heavenly F ather's house. 
Morality now comes to our im agination 
tinged with celestial coloring, and we can 
say with Tennyson : 
follow light and do the right, for m an can 
h alf control his doom, 
Till you find the deathless angel seated in the 
vacant tom b.”

W hat th e E x-S tate E n g in eer Says A b ou t 
H is D u a l D u ties. 
In an interview w ith a reporter on the 
San Francisco Chronicle, W in. H am . H all, 
mem ber of the State R iver Commission, 
and recently appointed on the Government 
Irrigation Survey Corps, has made the fol­ 
lowing statem ent regarding the controversy 
over the m atter of his holding two posi­ 
tions : 
“ Seeing,” said the ex-State Engineer. 
“ that I have not yet received the oflicial 
notice of my engagement on the general 
Government work, aud that I have until 
July 1st to consider the question raised, it 
is prem ature to say what m y views of the ■ 
m atter are, or to s'ay what Í shall finally 
do. The first step, however, will be to lay 
the m atter in writing before Governor 
W aterman and the Director of the United 
States Geological Survey. 
I have not yet 
had an opportunity to do this, as the Gov­ 
ernor is in San Diego, or was there two 
days ago, when I last heard of him . The 
opinion rendered by the Attorney-General, 
of which mention is made in Sacramento 
dispatches, is, I presume, one addressed to 
me on the 22J, aud which I now have in 
ray possession, in reply to an official in­ 
quiry made by me on the 21st. 
1 shall 
lay this opinion 
before the 
Governor 
with a statem ent of the facts. 
All I 
can say now is that in the light of this 
opinion and my present knowledge of 
facts with respect to my newer engage­ 
ment, I would not now be in a position 
to be criticised as violating any law or pro­ 
vision of our State 
Constitution, even 
though my engagement on the Govern­ 
ment work bad now commenced. As to 
whether or not the duties of the two en­ 
gagements are incompatible, the Governor 
will judge of that on the part of the State 
betore the necessity arises for deciding the 
matter. If it is right that I should not hold 
to both of these professional engagements, 
of course I shall resign that with the State 
at the proper time. 
“ Aside from this view of the case, I do 
not know that I shall in the least care to 
hold the State position. Thus far it does not 
appear that the members of this 8tateCom ­ 
mission are to be paid for their services, or 
reimbursed for their expenses, or provided 
with means to do work which should be 
done, except as they may advance the 
money themselves and appeal to the next 
Legislature to reimburse them . I am not 
anxious to work for the Slate for another 
year, even to the extent of a part of my 
time only for nothing, and pay my own ex­ 
penses besides, as I have for the past year, 
nor do I relish the prospect of depending 
on legislative action tor repaym ent of cash 
advanced for the State. 
Let us wait a little 
till we know all the facts, and offlciallv lay 
them before the Governor.” 


MR. HALL FCBTHER ISTF.RVIEWED. 
After the above was put in type last night 
Mr. H all was seen by a R k c o k d -U n io s re­ 
porter. he having arrived by a late train 
from San Francisco. H e ridiculed the pub­ 
lished statem ent that his departm ent bad 
expended $230,000 for office and field equip­ 
m ents during bis incumbency. 
“ This 
figure," he said, "about represents the en­ 
tire cost ot the Slate Engineer's Depart­ 
m ent for nine years, including salaries of 
engineers and laborers, and of everything 
else required by the department. 
The 
horses, wagons, camp equipage, etc., in ­ 
stead of costing $230.000 really cost about 
$9,000. I don’t think it would exceed that 
figure.” 
Mr. H all was asked if it were true that 
he tailed to turn over his office to Mr. 
Irelan at the appointed time. 
“ No, air, it is not true,” he said with em ­ 
phasis. " I was here on the 20th, the day 
set for the transfer of the office, but Mr. 
Irelan was not. 
And furtherm ore, the 
latter told m e in San Francisco that be 
found a gentleman at work in the office 
when he went there. This whole stuff is 
as contemptible as it is absurd and as ab­ 
surd as it is contemptible.”

KLEIN’S REPLY. 
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HE IGNORES HALL’S CHALLENGE 
FOR A SHOOT. 


A n d N am es New C o nditions—Com ­ 
p an y G ’s C h allen g e B ased on th e 
F a ire s t C onditions fo r All. 


Some correspondence has recently passed 
between Captain Hall of Company G of the 
First Artillery Begiment and Captain Klein 
of Company C, First Infantry, relative to a 
rifle shooting match between the respective 
companies. 
The Sacramento company 
was the original challenger many months 
ago and its ofler has not been accepted. 
But the San Francisco company, through 
its Captain, lately came forward and offered 
to shoot, but on new conditions. Captain 
H all then renewed his former challenge 
directly to Captain Klein, who yesterday 
replied as follows:

San F rancisco, M ay— ,1889. I 
Captain Thot. £ . Hall, Commanding Company G, 
First Artillery Begimenl, A '. G. C., Sacramento, Cat.: 
S ir : I have the honor to acknowledge receipt 
of yours of the 21st inst., in reply to my chal­ 
lenge of the 15th inst. 
* 
You state therein that you issued the first 
challenge and for that reason you decline to ac­ 
cept my challenge. 
You are mistaken in point 
of fact. The first challenge was issued by me 
directly to your company in ta e fa ll of 1887. 
shortly after the remarkable record was made 
by your company in the State shoot of 1887, and 
it seems to me that if you had actually desired 
to have a contest you should have accepted that 
challenge. 
If, as you say. you now desire to test the 
m erits as sharpshooters of our respective com­ 
panies, my challenge of May 15th will enable 
you to do so—the companies shooting as ther 
stand to-day and not as they existed in 1888. If 
your position is well taken I might with equal 
m erit insist that you should accept my chal­ 
lenge of the year 1887. 
Your company now claims to be the cham ­ 
pion shooting company of the State, and we de­ 
sire to meet you and test the question whether 
you are such in fact: it is but dodging the issue 
to reply that you will shoot with us, not for the 
purj>ose of determiniug which is the champion, 
but only to determine which company might 
have been the best in 1887 or 1888. Further­ 
more, the company that is alwavs asserting its 
supremacy should be ready at all times to nc- 
cept challenges from inferior shooting com­ 
panies and prove by the scores made that their 
claim is well founded. 
Y’our old challenge, referred to, was not ad­ 
dressed to me, nor to any particular company, 
while on the contrary mv former challenge was 
addressed aud sent directly to you, ami you de­ 
clined to accept it, and now our present chal­ 
lenge is again addressed to you, but, as before, 
instead of accepting it, you appear to be swift to 
find excuses lor declining. 
Y’our present excuse, as I understand it, 
amounts to this, that you are not prepared to 
m eet my company as it stands now, because it 
may be a better shooting company than it was 
a year ago, and, although you do "not expressly 
so state, I surmise from newspaper articles pub­ 
lished in Sacramento, that you also think that I 
may have enlisted shooters for this particular 
m atch, and for shooting purposes only, and 1 
therefore desire to say that there is no truth in 
any such statements. 
Every member of my 
command is an active member and is obliged to 
perform the duties of a National Guardsman, 
and 1 have not enlisted anv men for shooting 
purposes only, nor for this match. 
. I might tim ber answer that your action in 
insisting upon shooting, as the companies stood 
in 1888, is open to a like criticism. Might it not 
be said that your company was placed in con­ 
dition to shoot in December, 1888, aud that you 
now refuse to shoot because you fear defeat 
With your present company. 
Let us not endeavor to settle which is the best 
shooting company by mere talk, but let us meet 
at the butts aud determine that question by a 
comparison of scores 
In conclusion, I desire to state that I do not 
issue a general challenge addressed to no one 
in particular, and then when met with a direct 
challenge refuse to accept on the ground that I 
had issued such general challenge, but I have 
sent you two direct challenges, one of which 
was declined. The other still remains open for 
you to accept or decline, and if not accepted 
my company will declare itself the champion 
shooting company of the State, because the 
former champions have twice refused to accept 
. 
a challenge from me. Very respectfully, 
J ohn E. Klein, 
. 
Japtain commanding Company C, First Infantry 
Kegiment, N. G. C. 
The situation seems to be about this: 
Captain Hall first issued a challenge last 
year to match his company against any 
other in the National Guard, and no notice 
was taken of it for months, until Captain 
Klein, having added several expert shots 
to his team, offered to accept. Captain 
H all then renewed his challenge direct to 
Captain Klein’s company, stipulating that 
all members participating must be men 
who belonged to the companies on the 1st 
day of January, 18S9. This challenge Cap­ 
tain Klein virtually ignored, and himselt 
Decomes the challenger, naming new con­ 
ditions—or, rather, studiously avoiding 
those named by Captain Hall. There was 
nothing new or novel in the latter's stipu­ 
lation. It is customary for companies or 
shooting clnbs to draw the line as to the 
length of time in which the shooting 
teams had been members of their company 
or club. The object of such stipulation is 
obvious—merely to prevent the recruiting 
of experts for a special purpose. Captain 
H all's challenge is eminently fair, and if 
Captain Klein’s company, as it stood at the 
tim e the challenge was first issued, does not 
feel that it has the ability to cope with its 
challengers, the Captain "should admit the 
fact. Captain Hall probably would not 
claim that a company could not be recruited 
that would be able to defeat Company G, 
but he is willing to put up money for a test 
with any company in the National Guard 
as it stood on the first of the year as re­ 
gards membership.

TWICE DOWNED. 


WATERLOO DAY FOR SACRAMENTO 
CLUBS YESTERDAY. 


T he V a lian t Y oung 
Irish m a n 
W hose 
M em ory W as D aly C eleb rated . 
The annual picnic of the Robert Emmet 
Club was held at East Park yesterday, and 
was largely attended by members of the 
club, loyal Irishmen in general, who de 
sirsd to pay a tribute of respect to one of 
the greatest names in the bright galaxy of 
Irish patriots. Robert Emmet, the Irish 


revolutionist, was bom in Dublin, in 1780. 
He gained high honors at Trinity College, 
from which he was expelled, however, for 
avowing himself a Republican. 
When 
still a mere youth he joined the association 
of 1'nited Irishmen, the object of whom 
was to separate Ireland from Great Britain, 
and form an independent republic. He 
was also implicated in the rebellion of 
1798 
Upon the failure of this enterprise 
he escaped to France, and secretly returned 
to Dublin in 1802. Later he reorganized 
the rebellious forces, and arranged for the 
seizure of the castles and arsenals of Dub­ 
lin ca July 23. 1803 
As leader of the conspirators he de­ 
livered them an impassioned speech on 
the evening of this day, and, marching 
through the principal street of Dublin, 
they assassinated Chief Justice Kilwarden. 
who was passing in his carriage. They 
were attacked by a company oí soldiers 
and dispersed. 
Emmet escaped to the 
Wicklow mountains, but, returning to bid 
adieu to Miss Curran, daughter of the fa­ 
mous barrister, and for whom he had con­ 
ceived an attachment, he was apprehended, 
tried and convicted of high treason. He 
defended his own cause, and delivered an 
address to the jury which has few equals 
in vigorous eloquence and touching pathos. 
He was hanged in Dublin on September 20, 
1803. 
Robert Emmet’s name will live as long 
as there are Irishmen who cherish in their 
hearts the hope of a free and independent 
Ireland. He will ever stand as their ideal 
of a patriot, and his memory will be 
hallowed as long as the shamrock grows 
and the loyal Irish heart throbs in sym­ 
pathy with the dearest cause of Enn. 
Yesterday, at East Park, the Robert Em ­ 
met Club of this city held their annual 
picnic which was well attended, and a 
grand success. The music for dancing on 
the large platform was furnished by the 
First Artillery Band. On a smaller plat­ 
form there was reel and jig-dancing, to 
the music furnished by T. McCarthy, the 
celebrated Irish piper.

H e C laim s to K now W ho M u rd ered D r. 
C rouin a t C hicago. 
L ondon, M ay 36th.—T he spy Le Caron 
has been interview ed concerning th e assas­ 
sination of D r. C ronin. 
I t w ill be rem em ­ 
bered th at upon th e publication o f Le 
C aron's testim ony before the P arnell Com ­ 
m ission, D r. Cronin charged A lexander 
Sullivan w ith having obtained Le Caron's 
adm ission into the C lan-na-G ael and pu t­ 
tin g him into a position of tru st. 
T he spy 
considers th e m urder the result of the 
charges m ade by h im against Sullivan. H e 
said: 
"‘Y ou m ay say th at threats have 
been m ade against C ronin of violence by 
th e Sullivan faction. 
T here are m any m en 
in the Chicago organization w ho w ould u n ­ 
hesitatingly kill an y m an if they thought 
it their duty to do so. 
T hey w ould n ot do 
it for m oney, out if they th o u g h t it best 
for the organization they w ould kill an y ­ 
body they were told to.’’ 
H e did not believe C ronin w ould have 
“ sp lit” on Sullivan, b ut th e doctor was 
know n to possess inform ation of great 
value; as he had said so m uch he should 
not have said, it w as probably feared he 
w ould say m ore. 
“ 1 am as positive.” the 
spy added, 
'th at I know th e m en w ho 
m urdered Cronin as I am th a t I am sitting 
here. 
I coaid nam e the leaders of the 
crim e beyond question, but it w ould be 
quite inexcusable for m e to give nam es.”

T he Sheriff contended th a t the fact th at 
it was found in th e C lerk’s possession was 
f ufficient and th at it was not necessary to 
show filing by th e w ritten indorsem ent of 
the Clerk, as th a t could be proved by parole 
testim ony. 
T he Court, w ithout deciding 
that, conceded it for th e purpose of this 
opinion and held th a t if such a fact could 
he proved by parole testim ony, th e proof 
m ust be an actual delivery of th e paper to 
the Clerk or deputy, and th e proof should 
be clear and positive; and further, th at it 
was not enough to show th e paper in the 
office of th e C lerk—it m u st be delivered to 
turn for the purpose of filing.

view ing one or tw o other points of lesser 
im portance, th e Court reversed th e order ot 
the low er C ourt iu favor of th e defendant 
Desm ond and rem anded the cause for a new 
trial.

Lord D unraven is delighted w ith 
the V alkyrie’s perform ance. 
N early all th e pro m in en t yachtsm en of 
G reat B ritain w ho have seen the V alkyrie 
d u rin g the w eek's races express the opin­ 
ion th a t she is by no m eans a phenom enal 
boat, th ough a very good one. 
W ithout 
tim e allow ance she cau beat th e T histle in 
th e T histle's ow n w eather. In such w eather 
as th at of th e th ree T ham es m atches, the 
V alkyrie is three or four m inutes better 
th an ihe Y arana. w hich m eans, including 
tim e, ten m inutes. 
This is a rem arkable 
success for a new yacht. 
T be V alkyrie is designed especially for 
ru n n in g and reaching, to counterbalance 
the centerboard in A m erican m atches, but 
th e centerboard m ust be shipped to sail to 
w indw ard w ith the V olunteer.
